CONVZNIENT FOX HOLES. 


Here is sham. Now we learn, however, 
that even this invaluable right is worthless, 
for there 1s a part of the road over the Ten 
nessee line. Foxes have holes. Into Ten- 
nessee the lessees can withdraw and defy the 
posse comitatus of the Governor with the 
posse comitatus in hot pursuit. When this 
exhibition comes off, may I be there to see it, 

This same section gives to his Excellency, 
the Governor, very large powers, which he 
has exercised with great show of magna- 
nimity. 

Substance for the lessees again—sham for 
the State. Other provisions of the lease set- 
tied for once and all, who were actually to 
get it? Soa large display was easy. 

And so the State Road was advertised 
without an inventory, in the fix Blodgett left 
it. Andthe public did not have as long 
practical notice as of the sale of a tract of 
land worth a few hundred dollars. The 
thing was safe enough to seem somewhat! 
liberal. 

COMPETITION NOT THE LIFZ OF TRADE. 


The second provision ws for the exclusion 
of competition. It gave Kimall, and who- 
soever wittingly cr unwittingly co-operated 
with him, such rights as were not easily inter- 
ferred with. We dwelt on these somewhat, 
but not exhaustively. This was the strong- 
hold of the business ; and it was well fortified.

STEALING “ON TIME.” 


It is not fair to the State, nor to its citizens, 
nor its corporations, nor its tax-payers. Be- 
ginning with the general reign of plander, 
we find our State in bad hands. Fraad has 
made long strides since the days of our sim- 
ple ancestors. We were not only robbed of 
what we had, but of what we had not now, 
but expecsed to have infuture. The robbers 
bad di.covered the art of stealing on tick. 
They held the State down and compelled 
ver to give her promissory notes to be dis- 
posed of in market. Such were the diaboli- 
cal improvements made by these experts it 
stealing as a fine art. .Good men wished to 
save the State Road as a valuable property.

THE WOLF MAKES THE LAMB HIS PROPERTY 


When our little lamb was rescued from the 
wolf, the fox concluded to keep it himself, 
letting in a few friends. The patriotism of 
this os age reminds us of the charity of 
one Mr. X. When his poor neighbor, Mr. 
A., had uis house burned, this charitable 
friend, X., took up a collection for his benefit. 
The sum collected, instead of paying it over, 
however, he credited it on a mote he held 
against A. Even this does not fully come up 
ty the mark, for X. did not do ano absolute 
formal injustice to A. 

What we see.of this transaction is merely 
what was left uncovered. We are put upon 
inquiry for more. 

UNCOVERED TRACKS. 


Of course, marks were purposely left.

Nature has so ordered it that intellect and 
honesty can track fraud. Like murder, it 
will out. 

THEIR TRICKS AND MANNERS. 

Indeed as the result of analysis, we think 
the transaction contains virus enoug| to tain: 
4 thousand. If not plain to al! plain men. it 
is because, “dim with excess of light.” 
Blodgett served a twofold purpuse—first to 
sink the railroad, and then to sink a rival 
company. We, in Georgia, have scen enough 
of this ilk to “know their tricks and their 
manners.” 

Much as has been said—much remains to 
be said. Wehave pursued no narrow, tecb- 
nica] line of argument, but a plain line for 
plain people. He that runs may read 
iobinsog Crusoe found one human track in 
his désert island, and he knew a man had been 
there. If all these fox tracks came by acci- 
dent, this is the luckiest set of lessees who 
ever lived, and the ordinary argument from 
design found in all the text books is a failure. 

NOT ALL A LUCKY ACCIDENT. 

Nothing can be drawn frem the adaptation 
of means to ends. I could as svon Uclieve 
that a watch had just happened, or a ‘steam 
engine, with all its marks of conirivance, 
came by chance-—as that all this was iucky ac- 
cident. It was indeed an elegant fit from hat 
to boots, and Kimball deserves credit for the 
job.
